SINKS CAPE FEAR: 
19 MEN MISSINC 


Missing Men Are Mem- 
bers of Crew of the Cape 
Fear—Steamers Collide 
in Narragansett Bay. 


Newport, R. I., | October 29.—The 
concrete steamer Cape Fear, a Unit- 


ed States shipping board vessel, 
was sunk in the deepest part of 
Narragansett bay tonight in a col- 
lision with the Savannah Line 
steamship City of Atlanta. At a 
late hour nineteen of the crew of 
thirty-four of the sunken vessel 
were unaccounted for. The Cape 
Fear sank in three minutes about 
half way between Castle Hill, on 


the Newport shore, and Rose Island, 


going down bow first in 125 
fathoms, 
Atlanta Badly Damaged. 

The Cape Fear was outward 
bound from Providence for Norfolk 
in ballast, and carried only her 
crew, as did the City of Atlanta, 
which was bound from Savannah 
for Providence with a cargo of pig 
iron. Just how the accident hap- 
pened was not definitely deter- 
mined tonight, especially as the 
weather was clear, with only a 
Slight cloudiness and a light. sea 
running. ‘

Suspended. 


WILL BE OF BENEFIT 
TO COTTON FARMERS 


Reserve Bank Officials, 
Are of Opinion That the 
Change Will Be Wel- 


The Federal Reserve Bank of At- 
lanta Friday officially announced 
that it has suspended its basic line 
and progressive rate for-borrowing 


and has submitted therefor a flat 
rate of 7 per cént. The change 
is effective Monday. 

That the revision of rates of in- 
terest charged by the local reserve 
bank will benefit cotton farmers 
of the south, through extension in 
farm credits, was the opinion of 
some bankers and financiers here 
who expressed their opinion regard- 
ing the matter. 

The basic lines of the individual 
banks marked the dividing point 
between sums they could borrow 
at 6 per cent and the sums upon 
which progressive rates were 
charged. The basic lines were de- 
termined for each bank upon 1 
basis of its average reserve . 
jserve stock. . 
* Gresch r R N reserve | mors 
bank were of the opinion that the 
removal of this basic line and the 
substitution of a flat 7 per cent 
rate would be welcomed by the 
member banks, notwithstanding the 
fact that it would raise the raté 
on small loans, because it would 
greatly loosen lines of credit and 
would lower the rate on heavy 
loans. ; 

On 7 Per Cent Basis. 

It was stated that a large ma- 
jor of the reserve districts are- 
on a 7 per cent basis, including the 
New York district, and that the 
Sixth Reserve district has been 
more fortunate than other districts 
in point of interest rates. There 
are 450 member banks of the Sixth 
district. 

The revision holds good for the 
local reserve bank only, it was stat- 
ed, and was originated and recom- 
mended by officials of the Atlan- 
to Reserve bank and by them sent 
to the head bank of the reserve 
system in Washington and there 
approved. 

Officials of the local reserve bank 
announced Friday afternoon that 
through circulars to be issued by 
mail, they will immediately ac- 
quaint all member banks of the 
change, which goes into effect No- 
vember 1.

of law and order and reconstruc- 
tion.” He added that Alvardo Ob- 
regon, “the great soldier-statesman 
chosen to be president was support- 
ed not only by a coalition of par- 
ties, but by a union of “faith and 
patriotism.” 
Mexico Feels Deeply Grieved. 


“Mexico cannot but feel deeply 
grieved,” safd the letter, “over the 
charge that she intends or has ever 
intended to disavow her obligations. 
President De La Huerta as well as 
President-eleet Obregon, have on 
repeated occasions publicly de- 
clared that Mexico will respect all 
rightful claims duly proved as 
such.” 

Mr. Pesqueira said his govern- 
ment was prepared to establish a 
joint arbitration commission to ad- 
judicate foreign claims arising out 
of the revolution and that it was 
the plan to establish a national pro- 
gram based on “order and justice.’ 

In answer to charges.that Mexi- 
can laws were of a retroactive and 
confiscatory nature, Mr. Pesqueira 
said that “not a single legitimate 
right of property had been an- 
nulled, and that his; government 
did not intend to deviate from this 

olfe’, 
. The Mexican people have come, 
Mr. Pesqueira said, to “a deep and 
lasting appreciation of what Mexi- 
co owes to the idealism of President 
Wilson, so nobly and patiently ex- 
hibited in the unhappy years dur- 
ing which our oppressed millions 
fought against the injustices that 
weighed them down for centuries. 
He added that it was “equally true 
that they had thrilled to the world 
vision of the president—his tremen- 
dous ideal of universal fraternity.” 

Natement of Colby. 

Secretary Colby’s formal state- 
ment follows: 

“The discussions which have for 
some time been in progress with 
Mr. Pesqueira, representing the 
Mexican government, give promise 
of a speedy and happy outcome. 
The letter which he has addressed 
to me and which I am today giving 
out for publication, is a very sig- 
nificant, and, I may add, a very 
gratifying and reassuring state- 
ment of the attitude and purposes 
of the new government of Mexico. 
Mr. Pesqueira came to Washington 
bearing the fullest powers to speak 
and act on behalf of his govern- 
ment, and has exhibited through- 
out the course of the discussions 
a complete realization of Mexico’s 
international obligations, just as 
his letter reflects clearly the firm 
resolve of his government to dis- 
charge them. 

“I think I am warranted in say- 
ing that the Mexican question will 
soon cease to be a question at all, 
inasmuch as it is about to be an- 
swered, not only as it concerns the 
United States, but, indeed, the 
whole world as well. 

„The new government of Mexico 
has given indication of stability, 
sincerity and a creditable sensitive- 
ness to its duties and their just 
performance. While the full protec- 
tion of valid American interests, 
which is clearly enjoined upon us 
as a duty, has at all times been a 
matter of primary concern to us, 1 
may say that on the part of this 
country there has been no attempt 
to prescribe rigid and definite terms 
upon which a recognition of the 
Mexican government would be ex- 
pressly conditioned. This we have 
deemed wholly unnecessary, and 
the disavowal of the Mexican rep- 
resentative of any policy of repu- 
diation of obligation or confisca- 
tlon- of property or vested rights, 
either through retroactive legisla- 
. tion or future regulations, has the 
added value of being spontaneous 
and unprompted. 

“There are certain pending mat- 
ters in controversy between the 
two governments and our respec- 
tive nationals, but these will be de- 
termined either by agreement or by 
the process of arbitration, to which 
Mexico is prepared to yield com- 
plete assent. 

The letter of Mr. Pesqueira of- 
fers a basis upon which the pre- 
liminaries to recognition to confi- 
dently proceed, and I am hopeful 
that within a short time the sym- 
pathetic friendship and the patient 
forbearance which President Wil- 
son has manifested toward the 
Mexican people during *he long pe- 
riod of their internal disorders will 
be fully vindicated. The desire re- 
flected in Mr. Pesqueira’s letter for 
the confidence and amicable regard 
of the United States is fully recip- 
rocated, and I am happy to believe 
that the last cloud upon the ancient 
friendship of the two peoples is 
soon to disappear.’’ 

Pesqueirn’s Letter to Colby. 

Mr. Pesqueira’s letter to the sec- 
retary follows: 

“Dear Mr. Secretary: While the 
informal] and frank conversations I 
have had with Norman Davis, 
the under- secretary of state, have 
resulted in a cordial and thorough 
understanding, 1 beg the liberty of 
putting on paper the exact position 
and definite desires of my govern- 
ment. 

“As you know, and as the United 
States must see, it is a new Mexico 
that faces the world in pride and 
confidence.

„We are a proud people and the 
source of our pride is as high a 
conception of national honor as was 
ever erected by any nation. There- 
fore, sir; when the Mexican gov- 
ernment declares that it is willing 
and ready to assume full responsi- 
bility for all of its international 
obligations it is a solemn pledge 
that will be kept to the letter. 

“Present condition in Mexico— 
the stability of the government, the 
spirit of the people—together with 
the plain statement of a sovereign 
people’s purposes, all combine, it 
seems to me, to end misunderstand- 
ing and I have the hope that your 
government, will feel justified in 
recognizing the present government 
of Mexico and in resuming officia) 
relations in order that with a spirit 
of true friendship and co-operation 
we may look forward to the neces- 
sary rehabilitation of Mexico. 

“Please permit me.to thank you 
for your courtesies and never fail- 
ing understanding. In the spirit of 

Our great president you have not 
acked in the appreciation of our 
Struggle for liberty, nor have you 
ever lost sight of the facet that the 
sovereignty of Mexico is the most 
sacred possession of our people. It 
is because of this attitude that 1 
am able to write to you in such 
frankness and such sureness that 
you will understand this letter to be 
no mere political overture, but the 
honest expression of an honest 
friendship.

Those who have loan- 
ed money on cotton production can 
and must allow the farmer the ex- 
tension. The National Farmers’ 
union advises every cotton grower 
to hold' back his cotton for cost of 
production.” 
Text of Resolutions. 

The resolutions reported by the 
ways and means committee and 
adopted by the conference unani- 
mously read: 

“Therefore, in view of the agri- 
cultural situation as recited above, 
it is clear that the farmers must 
receive at least cost of production 
if they are to meet the nation’s 
needs for food and clothing, and in 
order to accomplish this result the 
agricultural representatives, meet- 
ing in joint session in Washington, 
October 28-29, 1920, do hereby 
recommend as follows:

To Frame Financial Pelicies. 

“That a standing committee be 
similarly appointed to consider and 
farmulate financial policies, includ- 
ing. 
“First, recommendations to con- 
gress to give the federal reserve 
board power to classify loans and 
to give the federal farm loan board 
the authority to issue and sell in 
the open market short-time securi- 
ties based on warehouse receipts 
issued under the federal warehouse 
act, and to issue and sell short-time 
securities based on a proper pledge 
of farm inventories where it is 
necessary that the title remain with 
the producer until his marketing 
processes be completed, as in the 
case of the owner of hay, corn and 
cattle who must produce meat and 
dairy products for public use, all of 
these securities to qualify for fea- 
eral reserve investment or dis- 
counts: 

“Second, request congress to 
make an investigation of the sub- 
ject of money and high interest 
rates; 

“Third, consider the advisability 
of inaugurating a great national 
agricultural bank financed by the 
ee-operatives of the nation and 
with a directorate chosen from all 
the great farm organizations of the 
nation. 

“That a standing commtttee also 
be chosen, to be known as the puD- 
lic relations committee, on which 
shall be included representatives of 
the consumers’ league and the 
working people.” 

Minority Report By Marsh. 


Benjamin C. Marsh, secretary of 
the Farmers’ National Council, re- 
fused to sign the committee report, 
submitting a minority one requesting 
“the representatives of organized la- 
bor who have expressed to us at 
this conference their sympathy with 
farmers’ needs to secure short-time 
credit so they may secure at least 
costs of production, that they go 
with us to the president to ask for 
immediate credit relief and to lay 
this matter before the cabinet.” 

He also wanted the conference to 
go on record to work for the resto- 
ration of the railroads to govern- 
ment operation. 

The representative of the Nation- 
al Grange on the committee also 
announced that he did not sign the 
majority report which was adopted 
with little opposition.

Protest Increases. 
“We, the grand jury, wish on the 
part of the taxpayers and citizens 
of this county, to enter our pro- 
test against the action of the ma- 
jority of the county commissioners 
in increasing the salaries of the 
judges of the municipal court 01 


Atlanta by $1,200 a year in addi- 
tion to their former salaries, which 
we believe were adequate. 

“Said increases placed such sala- 
ries as follows: Chief Judge 
Thomas, $6,000; Judge McClelland, 
$5,400; Judge Ridley, $5,400; Judge 
Hathcock, $5,400; Judge "Rosser,

In our opinion the financial con- 


ditions of the present time do not 
justify the large increase.” 

The increase was voted on at 
the last meeting of the commission’ 
October 6, and is effective Novem- 
ber 1. The next meeting of the 
commission will be; held November 
3. At the time “that the matter 
Was acted upon J. Oscar Milla, 
chairman of the commission, and 
Dr. W. L. Gilbert, chairman of the 
finance committee; voted against 
2 increase. 


The grand jury describes vice 


cme in the county as having 
become a disgrace to the county. 
They state that upon a careful in- 
vestigation it was found that on 
the highways of the county whis- 
ky, automobiles and immoral ac- 
tions are undermining the public 
morals. They also recommend that 
citizens of goo@ standing offer 
their services, as citizen deputies, 
to assist the county police in 
stamping out vice on the public 
highways. 
Viee Conditions. 

The jury says in regard to 
vice in the county: 

“We do not believe the county 
police are as firm as they should 
be with persons they arrest for 
offenses against the vice laws, ad 
we do not believe the roads are 
patrolled often enough. We would 
recommend that citizens who have 
the honor and good repute of this 
county at heart offer to assist the 
county police, as citizen deputies, 
in stamping out the evil, and that 
their names, when they so offer, 
be published so that people will 
know that they are subject to ar- 
rest by any of a large number of 
persons when they violate the laws 
safeguarding the public morals of 
this county. And we recommend 
the appointment of six regular plain 
clothes officers who all be de- 
tailed to this work only, I.. order 
that a closer watch may be kept 
on the traffic in our public high- 
ways.’ 

The jury recommends that the mu- 
nicipal court be given jurisdiction 
over Misdemeanor cases in order 
that the present congested condition 
at the jail may be relieved by the 
quicker clearing of the docket of 
cases of that character and in civil 
cases involving amounts to $1,000 
instead of $5,000 as it is at pres- 
ent. 

The jury reports that car stealing 
violation of traffic laws and pis- 
tol “toting” are on the increase. 
They also report that bonds in 
eases of violation of the prohibi- 
tion law are “frequently set at an 
excessively low figure,” and in 
such cases they urge heavier bonds 
and more stringent dealing before 
they come to trial. 

This jury makes the same re- 
ommendation with reference to the 
consolidation of the county and 
city governments that the spring 
term grand jury made, that the 
county and municipl governments 
be consolidated, “thus doing away 
with unnecessary duplication of 
work and officers.” 

Increase Recommended. 


The jury recommends an increase 
in pay to the court reporters “‘suf-’ 
ficient to enable them to employ 
assistants and to confine their own 
work to the courts, and not have 
to take on outside work to increase 
their incomes.

RULES MADE 
BY WESTERN 


Chicago, October 28.—Directors of 
the Western Golf association have 
adopted general rules on the clean- 
ing of golf balls on putting greens,

The directors 
also retained the Western agsocia- 
tion stymie rule, but voted td adopt 
the new rules of the United States 
Golf association regarding; a lost 
ball, a ball of bounds and an un- 
playable lie. 

The new Western association 
rules, which have been common as 
local rules on many. courges, and 
frequently used in western; tourna- 
ments are: 

“When a ball is at rest\on the 
putting green, if there is mud or 
other substance adhering to the 
ball, it may be lifted, cleaned and 
then replaced without penalty, pro- 
vided. guch act be done with the 
knowledge of an opponent or anot’- 
er competitor. 

“A ball embeded in soft mud, 
except in a recognized water hazard. 
shall be deemed to be in casual 
water. (In such a case it may be 
lifted without penalty and dropped.

Cicotte, Jackson and Williams 
confessed to the grand jury they had 
accepted bribes to lose the series 
last year and named the others as 
parties to the plot.

Nearly every one who has passed 
the frivolous age, which runs up to 
thirty or thirty-five in aggravated 
cases, is more or less conscious of 
an incentive to self-improvement.

We still have too many educators 
who imagine a sound mind can be 
developed in an unsound body. An 
“accomplished” or “cultured” per- 
son is one whose mind is highly 
trained or developed in certain par- 
ticularities which every one of us 
would be glad/to possess. This re- 


fining process} is a matter of self- 
discipline. Every indiviaual may 
have a liberal education if he wanis 
it. ignorance is just plain laziness 
in every case. One's learning is 
limited only by his appeticie for 
Knowledge. Just at present there 
is a sort of speed mania prevalent 
among the muititude seeking wis- 
dom, a craze for short cuts to knowl- 
edge or skill or culture, a scrambie 
On the part of the credulous after 
sundry “systems” of getting wis- 
dom quickly, for these quack sys- 
tems seem so much less laborious 
than the old way of acquiring edu- 
cation. Why spend months or years 
Studying Spanish, the piano or the 
healing art when you can master 
the whole thing in twelve lessons by 
mail? Short cuts are invented for 
the shiftless who would walk with 
the elect without having earned the 
privilege. Even in the handicrafts 
the apprentice today is not content 
to learn his trade reasonably well; 
he must compete with his masters 
after a few weeks of superficial ex- 
perience. There are short cuts, too, 
for physical improvement; the more 
ridiculous the system of healing the 
less Knowledge or skill the freak 
healer requires to practice it and 
the more eagerly people purchase It. 

It is generally recognized that a 
very sick man cannot exercise good 
judgment. It is for this reason that 


a sick doctor seldom attempts “to 


treat himself. People readily make 
allowances for or discount or even 
reject the opinions or actions of 
their servants when these repre- 
sentatives are known to be serlous- 
ly iil. But the impairment of jude- 
ment by comparatively slight illness 
is usually not considered, though 
it is still true that a sound mind 
requires a sound body.

Amazing Progress Shown 


School System 


The present year has been one of 
unprecedented progress in the state 
school system, which will result in 
a substantial raise in Georgis’s edu- 
cational standard, it was revealed 
Friday night when M. L. Brittain, 
superintendent of schools, an- 
nounced 41 county districts have 
passed bond issues for school im- 
provements amounting to approxi- 
mately $1,510,000, with another 28 
districts scheduled to hold similar 
elections this fall, and that 80 ele- 
mentary and more than 50 accred- 
ited high schools are expected to be 
added to the system under the Bar- 
rett-Rogers act before, January 1. 

When the fact that at the begin- 
ning of the year there were 100 
accredited high schools and 55 
towns with second, third“ and 
fourth-class high schools in Geor- 
gia is taken into consideration, it 
readily is seen that if 50 of these 


low class schools and 80 elementary 


systems qualify for state aid under 
the Barrett- Rogers act, a great im- 
provement will be shown in the 
state system as a whole. 

Under the Barrett-Rogers con- 
solidated school act of 1919, the 
state superintendent of schools was 
authorized to set aside, beginning 
with this year, $100,000 from funds 


derived from the rental of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad to 
aid in establishment and mainte- 
nance of consolidated schools in ev- 
ery county in Georgia. It is pro- 
vided by the act that in cases where 
county authorities combine several 
small schools into one consdlidated 
system, and meet necessary require- 
ments, the state school superin- 
tendent has authority to contribute 
$500 annually to the support of 
each, 
Extra $1,000 Available. 

In instances where authorities 
also provide a standard four- yea. 
high school, the superintendent is 


authorized to add $1,000 to the first 
amount each year, which shall de 
used in the payment of salaries of 
the principal and at least one as- 
sistant high school teacher. More 
than forty schools have qualified 
for this aid already this year, ac- 
cording to Mr. Brittain, while there 
are a number of applications under 
consideration. = 
„The direct object of this act,” 
said Mr. Brittain, “is to place at 
least one first-class high school in 
every county in Georgia, and open 
its doors to every girl and boy free 
of charge, while the smaller schools 
will be used for elementary work. 
“With such an excellent improve- 
ment already shown in the state 
system this year, it is interesting 
to note that in these county dis- 
tricts passing bond issues for edu- 
cational advancement, ten were car- 
ried without a dissenting vote. 
while in the other thirty-one large 
majorities were given in each in- 
stance. The funds cequired from 
these elections have been used in 
constructing new buildings, provid- 
ing more teachers and meeting re- 
quirements for state aid in most 
cases. Those districts which have 
not yet received their funds will 
follow the same program,” he said. 


People Wide Awake. 

“Georgians are now wide awake 
to the importance of education. 
They realize now more than ever 
that with every country district 
provided with a modern first-class 
high school they will be placed in 
a position to move forward at a 
rapid pace In all lines of endeav- 
or.” he continued. 

“The better educational system 
we have, the better prepared will 
be our girls and boys for the se- 


rious and important duties of citi- 
zenship. With our school system 


improving every year, Georgia as} 


a whole will become recognized as 
the leading state in all lines of in- 
dustry for this section of the coun- 
try : 

“Tt is easily seen the importance 
the average Georgia legislator at- 
taches to our educational system, 


for he has shown by his actions as 
well as attitude during recent 
years his recognition of its full 
value,” the superintendent stated. 
“Yet we find that it is his tenden- 
¢y to believe the mere money gift 
from the state treasury will take 
the place of wise financial laws. 
With developments of the present 


year and the state’s financial condi- 


tion brought to his attention more 
forcibly than ever I believe 


he will now realize the necessity 
of better financial laws and come 
to our aid.” 


Mr. Brittain then called attention 
to the amendment to the state con- 
stitution on the subject of public 


education which will be submitted 
Tuesday to the people for ratifi- 
cation. “An important amend- 
ment to our state constitution will 
be submitted to the voters Novem- 
ber 2 for ratification,” he said. 


Tax to Be Levied. 
“It is number six, For ratification 
of amendment to paragraph 1, sec- 
tion 4, article 7. Providing for lo- 


cal school tax. It provides that 
each county shall levy at least 
something in the way of a local tax 
towards the support @f the public 
schools, It requires each county’ 
to levy from one to five mills each 
year, just as sixty-nine of our coun- 
ties, all of our towns and cities, 
and many districts in other coun- 
tries aiready are doing. 


“In addition, this amendment will 
authorize any city, town or district 


in a county to levy an additional 
tax, where this is found desirable, 
provided the people of such a town 
or district vote for this. 


“It is the most important educa- 
tional law before the people of this 
State since the constitutional con- 


vention in 1877. It provides the 
only business method of maintain- 
ing schools. Without such a law. 
unless means are provided by the 
payment of expensive tuition fees, 
proper school facilities worthy of 
the name can not be provided.”

Another lure of the tea room is 
that women may come unescorted 
and smoke—a _ privilege that was 
denied in the table d’hote days.

ILLEGAL INSURANCE 
AGENTS ARE SCORED 


By a unanimous vote of eighty- 
five members present at thesFriday 
meeting of the Atlanta Association 
of Life Insurers war to the end 
was declared on illegal insurance 
agents in a determined effort to 
raise the standard of the profession. 
The occasion of the vote was the 
announcement of evidence against 
a local special agent alleging a 
violation of the state laws forbid- 
ding the granting of rebates and 
of the professional code of ethics, 


according to the statement of Ju- 


lian V. Boehm, president of the as- 
sociation. 

Mr. Boehm declares that the case 
is the first example of its kind, the 
first “twister,” to be brought to the 
notice of the organization, and that 
the matter will not be dropped un- 
til some definite action has been 
taken. 

A feature of Friday’s meeting 
was the report of Alfred C. New- 
ell on the proceedings of the Na- 
tional Lifé Insurers’ association re- 
cently convened in Boston. An item 
of the report of general interest 
was the fact that last year the life 
insurance business of America paid 
more than $22,000,000 in taxes. Mr. 
Newell pointed out the fact that 
much of this represents double tax- 
ation, since the premium is covered 
by the income tax and the state 
and federal governments assess a 
further tax upon the companies. 

The speaker maintained that all 
the state should require in way of

“We are now approaching the 
conclusion of this campaign,” said 
Mr. Hays. “On the part of the 
republican party it has been pred- 
icated upon the necessity of the 
revival of patriotism in this coun- 
try.

“The democratic strategy in this 
campaign has desperately sought to 
escape just and due responsibility 
for democratic extravagance, autoc- 
racy and failure to solve any of 
the domestic problems.

Governor Cox replied: 

“Not one of thoSe seven demo- 
cratic senators is running for pres- 
ident, but one of the 39 is.

Governor Cox gave his views on 
the Irish question, and said that 
today’s papers carried reports that 
Sir Edward Carson expressed dis- 
agreement with his views.

by Mr. Harding at Urbana, and 
when someche in the crowd passed 


up to him a broom made at an 
Urbana factory. he said he was 
pleased at the gift, because it sym- 
belized the “political house clean- 
ing” to be accomplished on No- 
vember 2. 

“Turning to contemplate a world 
unrest I have a very earnest con- 
viction that America has a great 
service to render mankind,” he said 
at Urbana. “It is not a service 
limited to promoting peace among 
nations; it is the promotion of 
Peace among men. I have ever 
preached the gospel of understand- 
ing. It is ours te impress the 
rightness of the righteousness of 
American estimations. 

He Wants Understanding. 

“I want somehow to bring the 
revolutionist in America to under- 
standing. I want him to realiz« 
that nothing can be accomplished 


by destruction, that his service is 
in the lawful participation in free- 
dom and appeal to reason where 
freedom abides and intelligence pre- 
vails the great, majority never re- 
mains wrong. I want the dissat- 
isfied and destructively inclined to 
come into fellowship and uider- 
standing and join in making the 
American temple of liberty ideal, 
not to wasted energies on its de- 
struction, i 

“Understanding will tranquillize 
and harmonize, and the American 
example will st dy the world. We 
stand today the world's strongest 
defenders of present-day civiliza- 
tion. Our supreme task is to make 
it abidingly secure. I think its 
strength lies in understanding and 
in honorable methods. While we 
boast popular government we must 
have honest and honorable govern- 
ment and we can’t have these with- 
out honest and honorable politics. 
A false appeal to the electorate is 
more unworthy, more dangerous 
than a ballot box destroyed. 

“Our appeal is to the understand- 
ing and the confidence of America. 
If we sought a victory by any 
other process we would be un- 
worthy of support and unfit for 
the solemn tasks before us.” 


"Domestic Questions Discussed. 


In his speech in Music hall, the 
senator gave major atiention to do- 
mestic questions, but also restated 
his position on the league and as- 
serted that only by giving the prop- 
er example to the world could the 
nation fulfill its mission and pay 
its debt to civilization. 

“Lincoln once said that our na- 
tion could not endure half slave and 
half free,” he said. And by the 
same token and in the same sense 
the economic world cannot long en- 
dure half-bankrupt and half-sol- 
vent, half subject and half free. This 
is obvious to all who consider the 
subject status of hundreds of mil- 
lions of people under the fixed and 
practically unalterable conditions of 
the Versailles compact, dominated 
by the creditor nations of the world, 

“Here are tne seeds of future wars 
—the only release from intolerable 
conditions. This, we like to think, 
is a progressing world, a developing 
civilization. Universal peace must 
come not from fixed boundaries and 
unchanging restrictions, not from 
leagfied and armed force, but from 
enlightened and expanded human na- 
ture, broadened acquaintance and 
understanding. 

“Tet us do our part In the world 
first by giving the world a fitting 
example of self-government, com- 
petently conducted. Before we reach 
for the stars, let us sweep the 
hearth. 

While there has been a great deal 
said in this campaign about the 
heart of the world, surely something 
is due to be said about the heart of 
America. From the beginning of 
this campaign there has been a per- 
sistent effort upon the part of our 
opponents to divert attention from 
the most important issues of the 
campaign, to concentrate the inter- 
est of the voter, upon speculativé 
propositions with reference to our 
foreign relations: But we do not 
propose that they shall evade the 
discussion or ignore their respon- 
sibility for the conditions which 
confront them. 


Wilson Administration Attacked. 


“We have, for the past eight 
years, had an administration which 
has been more concentrated with 
theory than with performance, more 
interested in internationality than 
in nationality. We have had an 
administration always abroad at 
home and never at home abroad.

Nickle plate showed gross of $3,033,000, a gain of $965,000, with net 
after taxes of only $213,000. Seaboard Air Line was an exception. That 
company earned $4,177,000 gross for September, an increase of $1,016,- 
000 over the same month of last year with net at $519,000, an increase 

$577,000, or more than 100 per cent. 

ex Comparison Made With 1918. 


Wall street’s disappointment over the earnings of the railroads 
for September, the first month after the government suspended the 
teed net income and the first full month of the higher freight 
enger rates, comes from making comparisons, not with 1919, 
ut with 1918. It will be recalled that 1918 was the first year of fed- 
ral control, and that for that year the government had to face a 
deficit of $236,000,000, that is the rentals paid to the railroads that 
year in guaranteed net income based on the average return for the 
three years ended June 31, 1917, was $236,000,000 more than was ac- 
tually earned. It is true that the average earnings of the railroads 
for the three years ended June 30, 1917, were the largest on record. 
But it is also true that the increases recently granted in freight and 
passenger rates were the largest on record and Wall street was ex- 
pecting very much larger earnings for the 9th of September. 

Take Lackawanna as an illustration. The statement of that com- 
pany for September of 1920 shows $8,191,000 gross against $6,540,000 
for 1918; but net for this September was only $983,000 against $2,148,- 
000 for September of 1918. 

May Be Covering Earnings. 

The answer to many of these so-called unfavorable earnings for 
September of 1920 is that companies are charging up maintenance in- 
eluded in operating expenses, either to make good rundown roadbed 
and equipment, or to hide earnings so that there would be no divi- 
sion with the government.

New Ogleans, October 29.— Today's 
cotton rket was a weak affair, 
opening At the decline, remaining 
depressed throughout the session 
and closing at the lowest, at losses 
of 72 to 90 points, December trad- 
ing down to 20.18 cents and May to 
19,25 cents. Heavy liquidation from 
the long side was mainly respon- 
sible for the decline, although along 
with the liquidation was a consid- 
erable volume of short selling, the 
foundation for which was the con- 
tinued unfavorable tone of reports 
from mill centers. The closing of 
the Yokohama silk exchange made 
a most unfavorable impression. 

While at no time was the mar- 
ket at net advances, there was a 
period after the first flurry of sell- 
ing was over when fairly strong re- 
coveries were made and the active 
months came back to within 3 to 1% 
points of yesterday’s close. This 
was in response to unseasonably 
cold weather in the belt, with light 
frost to the gulf coast and heavy to 
killing frosts over a considerable 
area in the northern half.

He stated 
that the worst possible thing that 
could happen to both the public and 
the company would be for tne bond- 
holders to foreclose on the prop- 
erty. 

Mr. Hoxsey, who submitted the 
bulk of the company's testimony 
during Wednesday afternoon and 


Thursday, was again on the stand 
Friday morning. 

“The increased rates are asked for 
three purposes,“ said Mr. Hoxsey; 
“to insure justice to the investment; 
to insure reasonable wages for em- 
ployees, and to insure protection 
and adequate service to the public. 
“Thus far the financia] needs of 
the Southern Bell have been sup- 
Plied, but after January 1, 1921, ad- 
ditional. sources of financial aid 
must be developed, and there is no 
way to get this money to improve 
and extend the telephone service 
except by increased revenues to at- 
tract additional investments.”
